My Lords and Gentlemen, 


It is with great satisfaction that I again meet My 
Parliament, and resort to your advice and assistance 
in the consideration of measures which affect the 
welfare of our Country. 

I continue to maintain the relations of Peace and 
Amity with Foreign Powers. It has been my en- 
deavour to induce the States of Germany to carr 
into full effect the provisions of the Treaty. wit 
Denmark, which was concluded at Berlin in the 
month of July of last year. I am much gratified in 
being able to inform you that the German Confe- 
deration and the Government of Denmark are now 
engaged in fulfilling the me prey ae of that Treaty, 
and thereby putting an end to hostilities which at 
one time appeared full of danger to the Peace of 
Europe. 

I trust that the affairs of Germany may be ar- 
ranged by mutual agreement, in such a manner as 
to preserve the strength of the Confederation and 
to maintain the freedom of its separate States. 

I have concluded with the King of Sardinia 
Articles additional to the Treaty of September 1841, 
and I have directed that those Articles shall be laid 
before you. 

The Government of Brazil has taken new, and I 
hope efficient measures for the suppression of the 
atrocious traffic in Slaves.

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the serious attention of Parliament; and I feel con- 
fident that the measures which may be submitted to 
you with a view of improving that administration, 
will be discussed with that mature deliberation 
which important changes in the highest Courts of 
Judicature in the Kingdom imperatively demand. 

A measure will be laid before you providing for 
the establishment of a system of Registration of 
Deeds and Instruments relating to the Transfer of 
Property. ‘This measure is the result of inquiries 
which I have caused to be made into the practica- 
bility of adopting a system of Registration calcu- 
lated to give security to titles, to diminish the causes 
of litigation to which they have hitherto been liable, 
and to reduce the cost of transfers. 

To combine the progress of improvement with the 
stability of our institutions will, I am confident, be 
your constant care. We may esteem ourselves for- 
tunate that we can pursue, without disturbance, the 
course of calm and peaceable amelioration ; and 
we have every cause to be thankful to Almighty 
God for the measure of tranquillity and happiness 
which has been vouchsafed to us.

We humbly assure Your Majesty, that we parti- 
cipate in the hope which Your Majesty has been 
pleased to express, that the affairs of Germany may 
be arranged by mutual agreement in such a manner 
as to preserve the strength of the Confederation, 
and to maintain the freedom of its separate States:

We are rejoiced to learn that the Government 
of |Brazil has taken new, and, as Your Majesty 
hopes, efficient measures for the suppression of the 
atrocious traffic in Slaves : 

We render our thanks to Your Majesty for having 
directed the Estimates of the year to be prepared 
and laid before us without delay, and for acquaintin 
us that they have been framed with a due regar 
to economy, and to the necessities of the Public 
Service : 

We thank Your Majesty for informing us that, 
notwithstanding the large reductions of Taxation 
which have been effected in late years, the receipts 
of the Revenue have been satisfactory : 

We learn with satisfaction that the state of the 
Commerce and Mauufactures of the United King- 
dom has been such as to afford general employment 
to the Labouring Classes : 

We concur with Your Majesty in lamenting the 
difficulties which are still felt by that amperes 
body among Your Majesty’s people who are Owners 
and Occupiers of Land; but we unite with Your 
Majesty in the confident hope that the prosperous 
condition of other classes of Your Majesty’s sub- 
jects will have a favourable effect in dimmishing 
those difficulties and promoting the interests of 
Agriculture : 

We beg humbly to state to Your Majesty, that we 
have observed that the recent assumption of certain

We render our thanks to Your Majesty for the 
confidence which Your Majesty has been pleased to 
express that it will be our constant care to combine 
the progress of improvement with the stability of our 
institutions ; and we unite with Your Majesty in the 
conviction that we may esteem ourselves fortunate 
that we can pursue without disturbance the course 
of calm and peaceable amelioration ; and we assure 
Your Majesty, that we feel we have every cause to 
be thankful to Almighty God for the measure of 
tranqullity and happiness which has been vouchsafed 
to us.

“ Charles Cunningham admits having done so, and 
declares he heard Thomas Hughes Bradford say to 
Mr, Strutt, when leaving their offices on Saturday, 
the 26th April, ‘If the worst comes to the worst, 
you can get on with it, and sign it for me, and send 
itin;’ and Thomas Edwards, a clerk of Mr. Strutt, 
makes a statement to the same effect. 

“ Thomas Hughes Bradford, in the most positive 
and express terms, denies that he ever used these 
words, or that at any time he gave authority to Mr. 
Strutt, or to any other person, to sign the Petition 
on his behalf. He seems to have held similar 
language to persons with whom he conversed on the 
subject after his interview with Mr. Strutt, and he 
made a solemn declaration before a Master Extra- 
ordinary in Chancery to the same effect ; and your 
Committee consider that there are corroborating 
circumstances in support of his statement. 

“ Notwithstanding this conflicting testimony, your 
Committee feel themselves bound to express their 
opinion, that Mr. Strutt had not that authority from 
Thomas Hughes Bradford to sign the Petition which 
he alleges he had; your Committee, therefore, can- 
not but regard the conduct of Mr. Strutt and Mr. 
Cunningham as highly culpable, more especially as 
the signature to an Election Petition is the founda- 
tion of an important judicial proceeding ; and by 
the Act (11 & 12 Vic. c. 98) regulating the trial of 
Controverted Elections, it is enacted, that the Peti- 
tion ‘shall be subscribed by some person who 
voted, or had a right to vote, at the election to which 
the same relates, or by some person claiming to have 
had a right to be returned or elected thereat, or al- 
leging himself to have been a candidate at the elec- 
tion,’ 

“ Your Committee think it right to direct the at- 
tention of the House to the Resolution, which ap- 
pears on the Journals in the year 1689, which is as 
follows :

occasionally retained in matters connected with 
Election Petitions, you must necessarily be familiar 
with the usages and practice of Parliament.

Such gross misconduct on your part has received, 
as it deserves, the condemnation of the House.

My Lords, and Gentlemen, 


J am glad to be able to release you from your 
attendance in Parliament, and 1 thank you for the 
diligence with which you have performed your labo- 
rious duties. 

I continue to maintain the most friendly Relations 
with Foreign Powers. 


I am happy to be able to congratulate you on the 
very considerable diminution which has taken place 
in the African and Brazilian Slave Trade. The 
exertions of My Squadrons on the Coasts of Africa 
and Brazil, assisted by the vigilance of the Cruizers 
of France and of the United States, and aided by 
the co-operation of the Brazilian Government, have 
mainly contributed to this result. 


Gentlemen of the House of Commons, 


I thank you for the readiness with which you 
have granted the Supplies necessary for the Service 
of the Year. 


My Lords, and Gentlemen, 


It is satisfactory to observe, that, notwithstanding 
very large Reductions of Taxes, the Revenue for the 
past year considerably exceeded the Public Expen- 
diture for the same period. 


I am rejoiced to find that you have thereby been 
enabled to relieve My People from an impost which 
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restricted the enjoyment of Light and Air in their 
Dwellings. I trust that this enactment, with others 
to which your attention has been and will be di- 
rected, will contribute to the health and comfort of 
My Subjects. 

I thank you for the assiduity with which you 
have applied yourselves to the consideration of a 
measure framed for the purpose of checking the 
undue Assumption of Ecclesiastical Titles conferred 
by a Foreign Power. 

It gives Me the highest satisfaction to find, that, 
while repelling unfounded claims, you have main- 
tained inviolate the great principles of Religious 
Liberty, so happily established among us. 

The attention you have bestowed on the adminis- 
tration of Justice in the Courts of Law and Equity 
will, [ trust, prove beneficial, and lead to further 
improvements. 

I have willingly given My consent to a Bill re- 
lating to the administration of the Land Revenues 
of the Crown, which will, I hope, conduce to the 
better management of that department, and at the 
same time tend to the promotion of works of public 
utility. 

It has been very gratifying to Me, on an occasion 
which has brought many Foreigners to this Coun- 
try, to observe the spirit of kindness and goodwill 
which so generally prevailed. 

It is My anxious desire to promote among Na- 
tions the cultivation of all those Arts which are 
fostered by Peace, and which in their turn contri- 
bute to maintain the peace of the world. 

In closing the present Session, it is with feelings 
of gratitude to Almighty God that I acknowledge 
the general spirit of loyalty and 5 obedience 
to the Law which animates My People. Such a 
spirit is the best security at once for the progress 
and the stability of our free and happy Institu- 
tions.
